THE BOMBAY ANIMAL PRESERVATION ACT, 1954 (BOMBAY ACT NO. 
LXXXII of 1954) AS EXTENDED TO THE UNION TERRITORY OF DADRA 

AND NAGAR HAVELI 

An Act to provide for the preservation of animals suitable for milch, breed- 
ing or for agricultural purposes. 

Whereas it is expedient to provide for the preservation of animals suitable 
for milch, breeding or for agricultural purposes; it is hereby enacted in the Fifth 
Year of the Republic of India as follows: — 

1. Short title and commencement.— ( 1 ) This Act may be called the Bombay 
Animal Preservation Act, 1C54. 

(2) It extends to the whole of the Union territory of Dadra and Nagar 
Haveli. 

(3) It shall come into force on such date as the Administrator may, by notifi- 
cation in the Official Gazette, appoint, 

2. Application of Act.— (1) This Act shall in the first instance apply to the 
animals specified in the Schedule. 

(2) The Administrator may, by notification in the Official Gazette, apply the 
provisions of this Act to any other animal, which in its opinion, it is desirable 
to preserve. 

3. Definitions. — In this Act, unless there is anything repugnant in the sub- 
ject or context, — 

( 1 ) “Administrator” means the Administrator of the Union territory of 

Dadra and Nagar Haveli appointed by the President under article 
239 of the Constitution; 

(la) “Animal” means an animal to which this Act applies; 

(2) "Competent Authority” means a person or body of persons appointed 

under section 4 to perform the functions of a Competent Authority 
under this Act; 

(3) “Prescribed” means prescribed by rules made under this Act; 

(4) “Schedule” means a Schedule appended to this Act. 

4. Appointment of Competent Authority, —The Administrator may, by notifi- 
cation in the Official Gazette, appoint a person or a body of persons to perform 
the functions of a Competent Authority under this Act for such local are* *a 
may be specified in the notification. 

5. Prohibition against slaughter without certificate from Competent Author- 
ity- — 11) Notwithstanding any law for the time being in force or any usage to 
the contrary, no person shall slaughter or cause to be slaughtered any animal 
unless, he has obtained in respect of such animal a certificate in writing from the 
Competent Authority appointed for the area that the animal is fit for slaughter. 

(1A) No certificate under sub-section (1) shall be granted in respect of a cow. 

(2) In respect of an animal to which sub-section (1A) does not apply, no certi- 
ficate shall be granted under sub-section ( 1 ), if in the opinion of the Compet- 
ent Authority — 

(a) the animal, whether male or female, is useful or likely to become useful 

for the purpose of draught or any kind of agricultural operations; 

(b) the animal, if male, is useful or likely to become useful for the pur- 

pose of breeding; 

(c) the animal, if female, is useful or likely to become useful for the pur- 

pose of giving milk or bearing offspring. 
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(3) Nothing in this section shall apply to the slaughter of any animal above 
the age of flften years for bona fide religious pu: poses, if such animal is not a 
cow: 

Provided that a certificate in writing has been obtained from the Competent 
Authority. 

(4) The Administrator may, at any time for the purpose of satisfying himself 
as to the legality or propriety of any order passed by a Competent Authority 
granting or refusing to grant any certificate under this section, call for and 
examine the records of the case and may pass such order in reference thereto 
as he thinks fit. 

(5) A certificate under section shall be granted in such form and on payment 
of such fees as may be prescribed. 

(6) Subject to the provisions of sub-section (41 anv order passed by the 
Competent Authority granting or refusing to grant a certificate, and anv order 
passed bv the Administrator under sub-section (4) shall be final and shall not 
be called in question by any Court. 

0. Prohibition of slaughter of animals in places not specified for the purpose — 

No animal In respect of which a certificate has been Issued under section 5 shall 
be slaughtered in anv place other than a place snecifled by such authority or 
officer as the Administrator may appoint in this behalf. 

7, Power to enter and tnsveH animals. — (1) For the nurposes of this Act. the 
Competent Authoritv or anv nerson authorised in this behalf bv the Cnn-metontr- 
Authority (hereinafter referred to as the authorised nerson) shall have the 
power to enter and inspect any Dremises where the Competent Authority or the 
authorised person has reason to believe that an offence under this Act has been 
or is likely to be committed 

(2) Every person in occunation of anv such Premises shall allow the Compet- 
ent Authoritv or the authoris°d nerson such access to the premises as may fie 
necessarv for the aforesaid numoses and shall answer to the twst of his know- 
ledge and belief any question put to him by the Competent Authority ro bv the 
authorised person. 

8 Penalties. — Whoever contravenes anv of the provisions of this Aet sh^lt, 
on eonviction, he nunished with imprisonment, for a term which mav evtend to 
six months or with fine which may extend to one thousand rupees or with both. 

9. Offences under the Act to be cognizable. — Notwithstanding anything con- 
tained in the Code of Criminal Procedure (V of 1893), all offences under this 
Act shall be cognizable, 

10. Abetmcnts and attempts. — Whoever abets any offence punishable under 
this Act or attempts to commit any such offence shall be punishable with the 
pupisljment provided in this Act for such offence. 

11. Persons exercising powers under this Act deemed to be public servants. 

All persons exercising powers under this Act shall be deemed to be nubile 
servants within the meaning of section 21 of the Indian Penal Code (XLV of 
1860). 

12. Protection of persons acting In good faith under the Act or rules.— No 

suit, prosecution or other legal proceedings shall he instituted against anv person 
for anything which is in good faith done or Intended to be done under this Act 
or the rules made thereunder. 


13. Exemption under this Act. — .Subject to any conditions prescribed in this 
behalf, this Act shall not apply to- 
ll) any animal operated wort for vaceine, lvmph, serum, or for anv 
experimental or research purposes at an Institution established 
conducted or recognised by the Government; 

(2) any animal or class of animals — 

''i) slaughter of which is certified bv a veterinary surgeon authorised 
in this behalf bv the Administrator to be necessary In the Interest 
of public health; 
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(ii) which are suffering from any disease which is certified by such 
veterinary surgeon as being contagious and dangerous to other 
animals. 

14. Delegation of powers.— The Administrator may, by notification in the Offi- 
cial Gazette, delegate — 

(]) to any local authority his powers and functions under section 4 
within the local area subject to the jurisdiction of such local 
authority; 

(2) to any officer employed in connection with the administration of the 
Union territory ot Dadra and JNagar Haveii, his powers and func- 
tions under section G.
